u anted to set him up in his 
own shop. Josifdi hb^mUlin 
thoiurht Ins son hK» youim for snelt 
a step ami refiisnl to trive :my 
beltn so the (Governor pnaiiised 
the boy letters of iTeommeinlat ion 
and mtmey for a trt]i to Lonilon 
to imy euiiipnienl.

The siwd- 
I'ty in wbieh Franklin movisl at 
this time servtsl to widen tlie M*ope 
of Ills interests and dmibtless aided 
tlu! sjiread of his fame iti later 
yeiirs, Benjamin *s i ml ns try ninl

To fi»r*el this sadness, FrankHu 
threw himself even more whole- 
heart etlly into his luisiiieHs and in 
172^1 boimlil the 1*4 nnsitfranm 
(ltnitU\ TInoujih Ids untirini? ae- 
fivity and boundless imaj?inatioin 
the pa|ier was transformed from 
a dull, eolorless wi'ekly to a lively, 
aimisiTifT sheet.

Mail not Hen.jamin Prankliu had 
smdi diversified interests, lie un- 
doubtedly would have made a great 
iiaiiK^ for himself in Hie realm of 
seiiMiee, Mis singlr |nii'jios(^ in life 
Was to pi’omote the welfart* of 
human soeicly. and to Hiis (md 
he made in valuable studies and 
(‘NjHTiments, The most famous of 
tliese of euui'se^ was file idenlifiea- 
[ion of lightning and elect ricity. 


The first eleetrieal experiments 
whieh Franklin saw were in 1740, 
So fascinated was he by this new 
field that he began to do some in- 
vestigating and theorizing, IHs 
Experiments with the Leyden jar 
demonstrated the I'lmda menial im- 
poHanee of the dielectric or in- 
sulator in elect idea I acthm and are 
the direct anceslors of tlie dis- 
em'cry or radio waves. In 174TT he 
wrote that **Tlie elemrica! mattei' 
eojisists of pai'ticleH extremely sub- 
tile. since it can permeate common 
matter, even llie densest metals, 
with such case and freedom as 
not to receive any perec)Uil)lo re- 
sistaiic(\ lie eonsidered that the 
exiuunenee of a slioek tii rough mte's 
Imdy showed that elect rieily might 
pass tluxmglu and mil mm*ely 
along Hie surfaces of suhslauces.

We present to you 
here, the Sheet Metal Workers’ 
Story. 

From earliest times in Amenea, 
metal workers wen* an important 
part of eomamni ty lifi'- 'ria* best 
known metalsnuth id Itevohitioii- 


ary rlays, wlmse ability to make litu! 
household artieles fnmi taetal is ab 
most as famous as his fiistorieal 
ride, was Paul Revere. Paul was 
a metal worker's apjirentiee af the 
a^e i»f i;j. By the film* hi* was 2T, 
he was the best silversmith in the 
eolouies and he has left ns a herlf- 
aire of several liimdred master* 
pitHH*s, one of whieli d. l^ierpoiit 
Mornan is suppose* 1 to have offered 
for. 

First Copper Mill 

It was Paul Revere who fonmleil 
the first eojjper rollinir mill in tlie 
niiited States. lie made extensive 
ex|>erinieiits with alloys ami heat* 
treatin" metallnrgieal iiroeesses. 
Ife bad a fmin dry and did eon* 
siderable bell easting. In all. he 
and Ins sons east some 4(in bidls. 
smile of wfiieh are still in serviee in 
various jiarts of New Knglaml. 
However, Paul Ueven* said turn* 
sidf. tlial eojiper was his favorite 
medium. He used eopper ft>r nails, 
spikes, bolts, fittings, efe*, in eon- 
need ion with shipbuilding. If was 
while he w'as engaged in this work 
that he distmvereil the methoii of 
liiU-rolltiig eopper. 

It was in the y*.'ar 1801 that 
Revere opened the first eopper roll- 
ing mill in onr eountry ami it was 
loeateil in Pan ton, Mas.saelniHtdts. 
This was fiiianeed by $TadHI0 of his 
own mmie3' phis a loan of $10,1 If JO 
from the ( hj%^ernment. 

It was in Pan I R eve re’s eopper 
mil! that the boilers of Robert Fill* 


hors steam boat were rolled. It 
was fnmi this mill that the eoj>p(*r 
shetds for the frigate roax/d>f/ma, 
more jiopnlarly kmiwii as 'Mild 
Ironsiiles” were matle, and the 
slieeling for the ilorne of Boston’s 
Stafi* House and the dome for the 
Pity Hall in New Viirk Pity. 

\Vi* rei*ord this hi.sforie note so 
onr readers may know the inipor- 
taut part metal and metal wtmkers 
liavi* always played In the Hfe and 
liistory of onr emiiitry^ — from the 
time **f I\muI Revere right up to 
this very day, when otiee again tfie 
Sheid Metal Workers are “in there 
futtdiing” in tfje new ilefense effort. 

Early Struggles 

As they eame np through tfie 
yt'ars, however, the Metal Workers 
were eoid’r<m1ed whfi the same ad- 
vei*se eo nd it ions for workers wdd(di 
t'on f ronted onr of fie r tratlesiiieu of 
[jn*-nnioii <biys. Wages wi«re low, 
hours were long and men who were 
m'ating the wealth hy wliitdi other 
men lived and hy their handiwork 
brought about tho eoiiveiiienees 
and eoiiiforfs whieh the wealthy 
enjoyeil. b**eame “fed to use 

I he slang ex[ires^sioii. They real- 
ized that alone they eoidil do noth- 
ing, hut banded solidly together, 
their eolleetive voiee must be lieard. 

The first iinioii of Sheet Metal 
Workei-s in Amt*nea lH*gau as the 
**Tin, Sheet Iron and Corniee 
Workers” aiul was thus (dmrtered 
by the Amerivun Federation of La- 
bor on dunnary 25, 1888. 
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rrt*si<lou1 Hynm wlu> Iijls bt'<»n 
a UHMiibi'r 111 ' tlip SIunH. Mftal Wurk* 
ruimi for ")1 years told us a 
littb^ about the early days and luiw 
tlieir tiinou *^anie up the ban I way. 
As fate as IMNh Sheet Metal Wtjrk- 
ers were working 10 and 12 hour 
days and ([rawijifr 20 eeuts an liour 
for their skilled, intrieate a ml oft»oi 
hazarthms work* When the men 
first orpHiizetl the riuoiu Pn'si* 
<h*iit Byron said, I lie first fiienibers 
were eoiisidiivil outlaws and an or- 
^^anixer mi|fbt as well liave been 
Satan hitnself. It was well in*rh 
impossibli* ti) »^et into tlir shops. 
But men with union minds and 
union |mrpos4\s are not easily 
swayed fnnii their "oal* They 
were told it was absohiteiy imptis- 
sible to orjranize any metal shops. 
They jnst went ahead ami ditl it 
anyway* In the early days of the 
imion there w*ere just two orsran- 
izers for the area* as President 
ByriUi put it ‘"from Pennsylvania 
to the Pai'ifis* Oeeaii and fnmi tlie 
Dominifiii of raiiadn to Mexieo.’’ 


Pioneer Ori^aiii^er 
President Byron was one of thosi* 
or^imizen^ of the pioneer era and 
he tolti ns an ineident or two from 
his liotik of ortraniziiig experienees* 
He spoke warmly of his m‘od 
friend, dim Nofuian, wdio beeatne

Many of you who will n*ud this page 
are old hands at the business of ha%'^ 
ing and caring for children* hut we 
have a nuniber of requests from nine 
mothers and mothers*io-be ‘'to write 
something about babies/‘ so here 
goes* 

Take This Advice 

Firat off, a little bit of ;idvice to 
the new* mother* You're so pleased 
W'ith that mw baby but youh^e a little 
frightened for fear you woi\*t do a 
wonderful job of being his mother. 
K very body has been telling you this 
and that about vitamins and shots and 
formulas and thumb sucking and dis- 
cipline and you*re just a little 
frightened — it all sounds so coinplt^ 
rated. Well donH be! DonT take all 
the advice ton aeinously and donT b<» 
awed by what experts — professional 
or limateiir — say. You're the baby’s 
mother and the Goo<J Lord has a 
special gift reserved just for you. 
It's called instinct and while you may 
be a little awkward at first and may 
get his diaper on lopsided, that in- 
stinct isn't going to let you do any- 
thing wrong. Just trust yourself. 
Use- common sense. Ignore all old- 
wives talcs and follow whatever direc- 
tions your doctor gives you. Remem- 
ber just a fe^v years ago — ^there w‘ere 
a lot of hard* fast rules about raising 
a baby, sticking to a minute-by-minute 
schedule .and with iron clad rules 
about spoiling? Well a good bit of 
that has gone out the window long 
ago. Seems the experts have dis- 
covenni that what good mothei-s and 
fathers want to do for Iheir babies 
instinctively works beet after all. .And 
the baby that is fondled and loved 
grows up with an inhei-ent sense of 
security that makes him a better bal- 
aricc^d and acljusled individual than 



his counter- part of a few yeai's pre- 
vious who may hide a frustration or 
two because hm parents always left 
him in his crib to *'cry it out.” 

What You'll Need 

Now some of you mothers-to-be 
may hi' wondering just exactly what 
thing.s you'll need for the baby when 
he arrives. You'll need a place where 
he can sleep. Tt doesn't have to be 
elaborate. All it i-equii'es is sides to 
keep him from rolling out and some- 
thing soft but film in the bottom 
for a mattress. There should be 
watei*pmof sheeting, prefonibly two 



sheet.s so you will be able to wash 
and dry them when convenient for 
you. Thtm you should have three 
to six pads which go over the water- 
proof material and you will need thix*e 
to six sheets also. 

Then you will need several blankets. 
Lightweight blankets and knit shawls 
are best* particularly if they are “all 
wool” because then they ai*e light in 
weight, but warm. 

In the clothing line, yem will need 
thi-ee to six little nightgowns and 
three to six little cotton shirts. 

About diapers, two dozen are sufR- 
cient if you wash them every day. 
Get the large size* 

Dresses for baby are not absolutely 
necessary but like every mother you’ll 
want a few to make the baby look 
nice. A'ou'll need several little sweaters 
and sacks. Get these rather large so 
you can got them on and off easily, 
A knit cap is necessary for cold 
weather. Booties and socks are not 
necessaiy unless you just like them. 
Now in the way of equipment, if 
you do not plan to breast-fet^d the 
baby, buy at least nine 8-ounce bottles. 
You will rrquii-e six a day while the 
Imby ia very young for the formula. 
Get nine medium -sized nipples and 


nine glass nipple coverfi or hottl*" 
caps. Then you will need a funnel 
for pouring the formula, a small fine 
stniincrj a bottle hnish and a nipple 
brush. Youll nerd a nipple jar and 
cover with a wide mouth that will fit 
in the sterilizer* You'll need tongs or 
forceps strong enough to lift the 
bottles out of the sterilizer and a 
measuring cup for making formula as 
well as a sternizer and rack. 

We arc giving you a pretty com- 
plete list of things you'll need but 
we thought It might be helpful to 
those having their first babies and 
might als<» give suggestions for gifts 
for those numerous kiby sho Wei’s to 
which we are all invited so often. 

HcJ'e are a fe^w more needs: bath 
thermometer (goiid for the inexperi- 
enced mother), reclnl thermometer, 
absorbent cotton, toothpick swabs, 
zinc ointment* baby oil, baby powder, 
soap, a bottle warmer, a diaper pail 
(two aix better, one for wet and one 
fiir soiled diapers). 

Then scales and a caiTiage aix* not 
ah.Holutely necessiii-y but are certainly 
desinible* 

So much for the things you need 
for a new kiby. 

About That Name 

Now we’d like to say u little bit 
almut a topic that is always of in- 
terest, What's the first thing you 
think about when a baby is on the 
way? Whut'll we name it? Naming 
that baby is very important to the 
baby for after all, he is going to 
stuck with whatever monicker you 
give him, for the rest of his life, \Si> 
heir air a few pointers to remem in* r 
in picking n name for your child. 

First, pick a name that Is not too 
diificult to pirnounce and that la pn*- 
nounetd as it is .spelhd. It's best for

The circuit as suggested in Janu* 
ary issue is quite correct, but the 
socket must be of mogul base, an (I 
the lamp a 7,5 Amp. 6(10 lumen lamp, 
as used in high voltage series street 
lighting and signal circuits. The 
voltage drop in this type of lamp, is 
only about 4 volts, for the average 
current demand of a flat iron. 

For circuits of lower demands than 
7.5 A. a proportioned dimming of 
test lamp will be noted, for greater 
current demands, should connect a 
resistor across test lamp tenninais 
to bypass extra current. 

The necessary information for the 
purchase of this type lamp, in or near 
your location, may he had, from your 
local street lighting service dept, or 
G.E. Electric Co. or the Westinghouse 
Electric Co.

Editor In regard to the answers 
to the questions sent in by Robert L, 
Nugent of Local 1504, concerning 
capacitors, I And that they do not 
agree with what I was taught, 

I have never seen the tern '^di elec- 
tric field” used. Electric field or 
electro-static field, yes. This is the 
field that exists between the capfacitor 
plates by virtue of the applied volt- 
age. This voltage (from a B.C. 
source when condenser action is 
studied) establishes a static change 
in the dielectric. This is in the fozm 
of an electrical stress. This charge 
builds up until the voltage in the 
dielectric is equal to the source volt- 
age and is in opposition to the source 
voltage of t80 electrical degrees. An 
ammeter placed in one of the leads 
from the source voltage will indicate 
cuiment flo^v in the circuit until the 
above condition of baianced opposing 
voltages is reached. Thci'e will be 
no further current flow unless the

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New Conveyor 
Drive Developed 

Ctinsuleyable savings in the instal- 
lation and inaintf rmnce costs of heavy 
belt conveyoi's are said to bo possible 
with a new conveyor drive developed 
by the National Iron Company^ Du- 
luth, Minnesota. The new drive uses 
an overhung driving pulley, elimina- 
ting the conventional head shaft and 



its bear ings, as well as the low-speed 
coiipUng or chain drive. This elim- 
inates niainlenance on head shaft 
bearings and the low-speod coupling. 
The latter has been one of the major 
sources of belt conveyor shut-downs. 

The National Iron Company's de- 
sign uses a special speed reducer. It 
is equipped with an extra large gear 
shaft and special antifriction bear- 
ings, to priKude the extra capacity 
necessary foi* ovei hanging the di*iving 
pulley. Taper*hardened gearing and 
pinion shafts, plus fabricated steel 
housings, make possible a unit of 
minimum size and weight 

The first overhung conveyor using 
this drive has been installed on the 
Iron Range. It is believed to be the 
first installation of such a conveyor 
to be made anywhere. A second in- 
stallation on the Iron Range now is 
underway. 


Report Advances 
In Nuclear Power 

Many of the coni po non ts of an 
atomic power plant are found in con- 
ventional |)lants, and the experience 
gained in them will be applicable to 
the corresponding parts of the nuclear 
plant. This was the statement made 
recently by an engineer associated 
with the Atomic Energy Cfammission. 

“The extreme degi'ee of perfection 
required of these components in 


nuclear power plants is the major dif- 
ference between these and other 
power plants," he said. “Such perfec- 
tion is necessary because of the very 
serious consequences of failure in the 
atomic plant,” he added, and ex- 
pressed confideiuTo in the satisfactory 
solution of the many problems in- 
volved. “We have good golution.s for 
some of them," he said, “For others 
we are working on solutions which 
are not ideal but are as good as could 
be hoped for at this early stage. In 
generalj some sort of acceptable solu- 
tion is being pursued on all of the 
problems, and we are optimistic as to 
the outcome." 

As one unusual factor in designing 
a nuclear or “atomic" power plant, 
the engineer said that a number of 
uncommon materials must be em- 
ployed in the structure of the reactor^ 
which foians the “furnace” of such a 
plant. 

Materials must be used which do 
not absorb too nmny of the atomic 
particles called neutrons, since these 
are responsible for maintaining the 
chain reaction in \vhich the atom’s 
energy is released. In addition, the 
materials must not be damaged by 
the powerful rays emitted by the 
process, he said, and they must stand 
high temperatures. 

1 m p ni V ed T ech iu>lo gy 

“Wo find that metallic elements 
hitherto relatively rare, and about 
which little is known from the stand- 
point of engineering properties, are 
now being ejnployed in reactors as 
structural materials. The teclmology 
of these new materials is developing 
rapidly but still remains one of the 
important scientific and engineering 
problems in nuclear power plant de- 
velopment," he said. 

Many such problems are a result of 
the intense radioactivity inside the re- 
actor, he pointed out. For example, a 
iie%v standard of tightness and free- 
dom from leaks must be observed in 
the system of pipes and heat ex- 
changers which carry heal from the 
reactor to the boiler where steam is 
generated to be used to run steam 
turbines. A liquid, or possibly a gas, 
is used to cai*ry the heat energy. 

In an ordinary steam power plant, 
he continued, the leakage through 
packing glands of valvest seals of 
pump and turbine shafts, pipe flanges, 
etc., is often so much that many gal- 
lons of water must be added every 
day to make up the loss. In contrast, 
the reactor coolant system simply 
must not leak at all-

mitler was assembled nntl in three 
months, on Jiuie 19, 192r>, WCFL 
went on the air. Five year's later, 
R(!A was scleeted to re-equip the 
original station with a 1-B trans- 
mitter with a power oaljmt of ir>00 
watts. 

This setup served until an an- 
tUorij^ed increase in power in 19^13 
necessitated removal to a site out- 
side of the city limits. A complete 
new transmitting plant was erected 
on 100 acres near Downers Drove, 
Illinois, about 20 miles southwest 
of Chicago. Again, R( .A furnished 
the equipment. 

Goes To 10 Kilowatts 

A 5-B transmitter and associated 
syieech and monitoring equipment 
was histallod and fed one of the 
first vertical radiators m this 
country, a structure 49o feel liigli 
and still in good shape. In 192^^ a 
further increase in power to 10 
kilowatts, involved a modification 
of the 5-B to a ID CB and the erec- 
tion of the second tower and the in- 
stallation of a direct ivc system. 
These fii^t stagc.s of <levelopmciit 
are probal>ly typical of any other 
radio station. However, the goal 
set by those early oftieers for 50 
kilowatts remained. This we set 
forth to do in 1945, ordeilng our 
consultant to prepare engineering 
for an inerease to 50. Through afl 
the difficulty of postwar confusion 
the day finally came in August 
194(1. A eon str notion permit was 
i.ssued climaxing the ambitions of 
all of niicago organized labor. 

Today, during the 25tb anniver- 
sary of oui' station, we can I'eftcct 
on those diffieult postwar problems 
of procurement during the days of 
reconstruction and feel thankful 
our judgment in the selection of 
cquijiment and otlier important 
components has been justified and 
TO acknowledge our aiipreciation to 
everyone who had any part in con- 
tributing to our success.

This mouth we print for 
you here the letters of Brother 
diaries dohnson, initiated into mir 
Brotlierluxid on Oetober 1. 1899 
and Brother Fred L. Miller, who 
tins l>een a iiiemlier since March 
19, ISfJJi, Wc arc sure you will 
eujoy their letters. We will bring 
ymi ot lid's from time to time,

I have just received your letter 
of dammry 30th in reference to 
stalling a rcnimiscenee column for 
the Elertrirul Worker, 

T wish to slate that I am not a 
writer and hope my efforts to de- 
scribe some of our early experi- 
ences in organizing the Electrical 
Workers in the f9ty of Newark, 
X. -1. will be of interest. 

To liegin with we had only two 
eltM?^trieal eon! nietoi^s wlio did in- 
side wiring and you could count 
all the wiremen on your two hand>s. 
Most cleciric work of any account 
was installed by New York eon- 
tnictors. 

In our town, a large percentage 
of worlc was done in wood mould- 
ing mid ojien cleat work. We did 
have some concealed work that was 
installed in a tar impregnated 
paper inbing. We used 55- volt 
a,e, for lioiise and *slore lighting 
and every fixture was separately 
fused with a small porcelain bug 


in the canopy. Bower was mostly 
500 volt d,e. 

At fii^st, only a few homes— 
thtm’ on the right side of tlie rail- 
road track — had electric lights. 
Then the eimilar loom came on the 
imirket and wc used it as conduit 
in wiring homes. The voltage was 
also ehangetl to 110 volts, j\ll 
tamp sockets were the Westing- 
house type with spring lyjie fingei's 
to liold tlie carbon t>i)e lamps. The 
Edison liase lamps were just eoni- 
iiig on the imirket. Ivon conduit 
Inid not yet liecn used and when 
it did come out it was lined witli 
a wfKul veneer, 

I fii*st went to woik in the elec- 
trical Inisiness in a 500- volt power- 
house owned by the Daft Bower 
Company, which was located in an 
abandoned graveyavfl that was 
formerly owned by tlie old First 
Presbyterian Church, This was in 
ISOI. The site is now one of our 
busiest streets and is now known 
as Bran fort Blaee. Tlie linemen 
employed there took my aiipJiea- 
tion of three dollars to join their 
local, which if 1 I'cmember correct- 
ly was niimher 33, National Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers, Be- 
fore T eonld bo initiated, however, 
the treasurer abseonded with the 
$10 in the treasury and the local 
broke up. 

Then I learned tbmigh the 
grapevine that some men — arma- 
ture and field wind el's — who were 
employed hy the Crocker, AV heeler 
and Sprague romi>any were or- 
ganizing a hical in Newark, but 
could not find them, as they were 
meeting in secret and never met 
in the same place twice, I had a 


frieiitb our beloved past Intermi- 
tional Bresidcnl, Frank J, Ale- 
Nnlty, wlm Avorked in one of tliosr 
sliojis, so I went to sec him and 
he arranged it so that myself ami 
another man, old Pop Foster, 
could join their local. We were 
inhiatt'd under a tree in wlmt is 
now Branch Brook Bark in Alay, 
189 ,s. The fee was one dollar, and 
sixty cents a month were our dues. 

We later accpiired a permanent 
meeting room in the old (!, A, li, 
IhilL located on BellviUe Avenue. 
Oil! Bop F'oster and T were walk- 
ing for a small contractor by liie 
name of Beem Electric Company 
and when he fouml out we were 
union men lie fired of ns and 
got two new men from New A*ork. 
Then' were two other contractors 
in Newai'k who did inside elcvtriv 
work^ — the William Browc Com- 
pany and the Electric Afotor ami 
Ecjuipment Company with whom 
we got a jolt. But you can be sure 
we did not let them know w*e were 
union men — ^one lesson was enough. 
AVe worked 10 lumi's a day, ,six 
days a week for 20 cents an botii 
and if we were luek^' enougli to 
get in a full week, wc had the 
large sum of $12 to roll home with. 

On my fir,st job with the William 
Browe Company, 1 was .sent lo 
help wdre the Baranger High 
School mid from thei'C to the New 
■Icrscy National t hiard Armory, on 
which jobs the fii'st wood-lined iron 
conduit was used. Bop Foster and 
1 were the only two inside wn re- 
men in the new local — the rest werv 
all winders. There were 15 or 20 
wiremen who woiked in Newark, 
so Foster and I started visiting 
them in their liomes at night to 
iinluec them to join our local and 
wc were <iuite sueeessful in oi ganiz- 
ing them. At the iiioetings of the 
local, the business was ahvays shop 
moiCs business and the wiremen 
were getting diseou raged and talk- 
ed of dropping out. So we decided 
the best thing to do was to Iry to 
get a charter of our own before w‘e 
lost our men. We therefore ap- 
jdied for and received an inside 
wiremen ’h charter. If T remcudier 
cor reel ly. it was delivered by ji 
Air, Sherman. (EtUtor^s Xotez 
Tki}i mu,Kf hffvr hrni Pres^flnil Jf. 
ir, Shfrmmi,) But when it ar- 
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I’ivetl, it liad no iiumlior ami as we 
al] belonged to llie origin a I Lotail 
52, tlie ij nest ion was who was go- 
ing To receive tlic new mimliar. 
Well, after a long delaitc, it was 
decided that we loss a coin i'or 
it, and we won ami ke|>1 the mmi- 
her 52 and tiic shop men received 
a new mnnl>er — 1!H). Frank Mc- 
Nulty join Cl 1 our hn-al and became 
our first ])resident and I was elect- 
ed the first recording seerelary of 
Ijoea! 52, inside wiremeip N,B.- 
E,W., some time later changed 1o 
LB.E.W, 

So now we were on our o\vi\ and 
our first order of business was lo 
appoint an agrmnent commit tee 
to draw up an agreement for the 
wiremen, PrcKiilcnt ^IcXuIty ap- 
pointed T^rotlier William Hope and 
myself as the coniniittct‘* It was 
a long agreement anil it eontaim^d 
two clauses. One w'as fhat wc want- 
ed three dollars ]>er day for eight 
liom-s’ work and the other was 
that it should go into effect ^lay 
fu'st, We delivered one to 

the William Browe Comiumy and 
the other to the Hleelrie ^fotor 
and E<|uipiuent Fompany. Wc 
later found out that these two coin- 
panie.s had agreed with each other 
that tiiey would never sign the 


agreement or recognize a \nnon. 
They never made an attempt to 
meet us or have any dealing with 
us. 

Su when the first of May rolled 
around, wc corralled all of our 
good Biot hers in a back room at 58 
William JStrect with oidcrs to re- 
main there until tijc committee 
(smhl fiml out what was conking. 
We only had six cofiies of the 
agreement lyiK'writlen, two of 
wliich wc had given to the con- 
tractors. Tlic other four I had in 
my ptick(‘t. Well, tfiis first signed 
agreement wc ever had was secured 
in a very nmdhiea! maimer ami 
was oldained as follows. 

Sigrning a Contract 

lirotliei^s iMcXnlty, Hope and T 
wirnl lo see the contract m-s. Wlien 
wc arrived at the William Browe 
s]\Q]y they suggested that, as I 
worked there, I should go in to see 
^Ir. Browe alone, w!iich 1 did. 
Browe wa uteri to know why his 
men were not working. So I told 
him it was hecanse he had not sign- 
ed the new agi’Cemciit. He said he 
would never sign such an outra- 
geous agreement. I told him I was 
sorry to liear that, as his men were 
the only men who were not work- 


ing. Me said, *'Vou don't mean 
1o tell me that the Electric ^Totor 
and Ikjuipment Company signed 
that agreement 1 Told liim they 
had. and I pulled one of the blank 
agreements I had out of my pocket 
but did not hand it to him. He be- 
came very exciteil and went into 
a long tii'a<le about the doidde 
crossing E. and E. ('ompany. 
So he said, "CMl right, give me 
that contract.’' And he signed it. 
When I came out, McXuUy and 
lIo]>e reneged on seeing the E, 
and E. Com]>any when tlicw heard 
how 1 got ^Ir. Browe \s signature. 

So 1 went in alone again atul 
pulled the same stunt on the E. 
M. and E. Fmnpany. only Tljis time 
T showi^l them the agreenicni sign- 
crl by Mr. Browe and they also 
coinlemncd ^Ir. Browe hut signed 
the agixiemeut with the umler* 
standing that their men would re- 
turn lo woi'k at oneo. 

It was not until some months 
later that these two companies 
fomiil out how they had lieeii taken 
in. So to get even with me. they 
blacklisted me. aiid fur IS monilis 
they would not give me a job, and 
if 1 got a job witli a New ’Vork 
contract they used Iheir good

Tw'o other imparlaot things lo 
muciiiber in estalrlisldng a Vegeta^ 
hie garden, an* to plant your seeds 
ami fdants at the right time and 
to plant tiu'm in straiglit rows— a 
Imll of heavy twine and a few 
sturdy stakes will dii tills trick. 

The Know-How With Vegetables 

Here arc a list of vegetables 
that even the most inexperienced 
gardener can grow, together with 
some iHunters on planting them. 

Tliere arc some vegetables — ^to- 
inatfies, i»e|)pers* ami eggplant, that 
reipiire special si*eding insiile the 
house or in a hot bed if you wdsh 
to pnalitee your iiwn fjiaiit.s. It 
is Ijcllcr for llte iricxperkmced 
gardener tn bny liicse idants to set 
out. 'I’lic <lati» for the setting out 
of these [da Ills shonld be the latter 
part of May, The tomalot\s and 
eggplants should be siU three feet 
afiart each way. Harvest slimild 
cofjtimie thmugh duly, August and 
September if llie right assortment 
of t‘arly ami late plants is sisuifed. 

Beets may be jilanted in April, 
Mm>% pluiie and duly. It takes TO 
days rmti! the first liarvcst, Tliiii 
out to bmr inctiOH iipnrt in rows 
wliich should he a fool apart, A 
hatf-oiinee of sctsl will plant 25 
feet. 

Plant early carrots in April, 
,^evtaily-fivc days to harvest. Thin 
out to iTmr inches iifairt, rows a 
foot a]au‘t. A ipmrter tainec of 
seed is rieede<t for 25 feet. Late 


carrots may In* filanted in May, 
dune and duly. They fake abotti 
110 tlnys to mature. 

Lettuce may he planted in April, 
May, dime^ -Inly and until the 
middle of AiigusL H is ready for 
usc‘ in about SO ihiy.s. Thin out 
to eight iitelies a]iart, rows a foiil 
and a half ajairt. One-sixteenth 
ounce Ilf sci‘d needtsl for 25 fis‘1. 

Plant onions in A (n il and May. 
Takes KJ5 days to harvest. I'lants 
should be three imdics ajairl in 
rows a f<Hj| apart, One-(jiiai1cr 
ounce of sccil for 25 feet* 

Peas shimld be planted in A7»H1, 
May, dime and -fiily. b'eiidy for 
use in (»0 days. Plants t^o inches 
apart, rows to feet ainiii. Put 
stakt's ifi the gmiiml for plants 
cling to. 

Ibndishes should be planted in 
small quant it iis all during the 
Kumriu*r from tlie first of April to 
the end of September, Beady for 
use in 25 days. Plants two inches 
ui>art, rows 10 inches apart. One- 
quarter ounce of seed for 25 feet. 

Snap bi*ims can In* planted in 
3Ia\% dune, iliily and August .

Defense Jobs 

Ewan t'liigiie, F. S. ('(uiniiis- 
sioner of Labor MlatistieH. rceput- 
ly predicted that there would he 
four million AAmrkers in defense 
production by the end of this 
year. He estimated tlie piTsent 
eivilimi work force at lilt.^ mil- 
lions. Industrial output, he said, 
eoiiId be increased by employing 
the 21/2 mil lion now tni-emidoviMl,

1^'rankliiFs reputation preceded

a elded to the csleein \vhich Kuio- 
peans held for the amazing Dr, 
Franklin. His main purpose was 
to. secure French aid in fighting the 
Knglish and in tliis he succeerlcd. 
At the close of the war, Ib’iinklin 
ivas appointed to the coiimiission 
to negotiate a.treaty of fieace with 
KngJam], This was accoin] dished 
in 17^Hd and two years later lie re- 
signed as minister to France, 

I'vxm his return to Phil a del [dun, 
h'ranklin was elected president of 
the comiTiomvcaUh of Pennsylvania 
and E’celeeted three times. When 
the Articles of Confederation col- 
lapsed, Franklin was appointed a 
delegate to the constitutional con- 
vention and his inllueiiee eoiitrib- 
uted strongly lo the final agree- 
ment. Aboin ilie (inislied jiroduct, 
Franklin said. ^'Our Const it utioEi 
is in actual oimration; everything 
a]»|)oars jo promise that it will last; 
but in tills world nothing is cer- 
tain but death and taxes.'" Soon 
aflcJ’ the writing of the Const itii- 
Iton, Fran kiln I'ctired from imblie 
life and lie died on April 17, 17110 
in 1 1 is beloved Phi lade! p Id a. 

Ibaijandn Franklin was one of 
tlie broadest and most creative 
minds of his time. We can not end 
this article without meiUiouing Just 
a few’ more of his unusual accom- 
plishments.

Fnited Rtates ciirrencv. It wnis 
Franklin who made the first plat- 
fmin roeker and w ho for his own 
use made a pair of ‘AUniblc spee- 
laclcs'" or hifoeals.

Power for the lights which |day a

Another w^elMighted aid in locating 
the runway for the night pilot is the 
tetrahedron. 

Foi’ty-seven feet long and more than 
18 feet higli, the tetrahedron is an 
arrow-shaped contraption which 
swings free with the wind to point out 
the ninway in use. 

A powerful ''guiding light" to dyers 
approaching Lambert Field is the 
huge rotating beacon topping the Ad- 
nrinistration Building, Two 1, 000-watt 
lamps light the beacon, which pilots 
say is visible for 20 to 30 miles on 
a dear night. The beacon's powerful 
I'ay sweeps across the sky in vast 
circles. When one of the bulbs burns 
out, a standby bulb automatically is 


tui'jml on for the l>eacon and a red 
imlicntor light glows to indicate to the 
contml tower that the bulb is bumeii 
out, Ati>p this is a flasher light*

One Umusand feet from the lijthts 
mounted on the roof of the Adminia- 
t ration building, is a scanninit device 
which follows this lijfht beam skyward 
until a cloud is encoimtereiL This de- 
vice relays Its “report" to a machine 
in the Weather Bureau and mett*oml- 
oiriats (Tcl a reatlinir eveiy four min* 
utes of the heijjht at which clouds am 
hanifinE over the field* Experts say 
the ceilonii ter accurate readings 

up to lldKKI feet. 

The complex machine wiiich drives 
liijfhly accurate rea<linirs replaces the 
old Imitoon method used by the 
Weather Bureau for years. Balloons 
carrying snuiH candles were launched 
at niirUi by weather oljseiweis who 
had to stand out of doors in any 
weather and time the ascent of the 
balloon* Knowing how many fe^d the 
balloon could rise i»er minulep they 
could compute the heifrht of the cloud 
formations over the field. 

A look at the runway lijrhts, tetra* 
liiHlmn, beacon anil ceilometer is just 
an introduction to the immemse job 
which elect ricUy performs around a 
modern air teiuiinal* The power flow- 
ing: in St* Louis- Lambert Airfiort 

comes over two pa rate lines fmm 
I'll ion Hlectrie substations and not 
only lirrhls the field but kw]m the vital 
communication lines open and powers 
the aids to air navi^^ation.

Gives 6 Per Cent. Increase 

L. r. 18 , LOS ANGKI.KS, ( ALII'.— 

One by one and little by little we ar'o 
managing to raise wages for our 
membei's employed by the various 
utilities in our jurisdiction. 

Last month we told you of the in- 
crease for our members employed hy 
the City of Pasadena, Now we can

City of Burbank has granted a six 
percent increase to our members em- 
ployed by that city.

G round mt'n, who 
must also serv-t* five years before get- 
ting the maximum, now get $321.00 
per month on the fifth bU-jj. We do 
not like these step plans, and we are 
doing our utmost to establish a flat 
late or at the worst a fiat rale after 
a short probationary period.

It is 
desifrned for 23(htldl> volts and with 
most of the wire in place is now 
nearing comx>letion.

which have men in their groups doing 
craft work? When craft unions in- 
tervene for units, they are most gen- 
erally denied by the National Labor 
Relations Board on the grounds tliat 
the American Fecleratio7i of Latior 
cannot keep its own house in erde]\ 
It has been a long sti uggle and T 
woukl like foj- the Brotherhood to 
have some cross commeut on this sub- 
ject as a Lot can be accomplished 
through the xAmeiican Federation of 
Labor whose crafts shal! survive in 
indust rial plants. 

Back in Beptembei' of 1P44 the 
Cliemical International Union i>cti- 
t toned the American Federatioi] of 
Labor for a charter as a Chemical 
Woikers' Production Union ami at 
that time the writer intervened 
asking President Green if tluor 
operations would condict with that 
tif the InLernational Brotherhood of 
Electrical Workers and if Chemical 
Workers under their charter w'ould 
be iHu mitted to do electrical woi k. 

On September 18, 1944, I received 
a letter addiessed to our organiza- 
tion, I.ocal Union 309, l.TLEAV., which 
reads as follows: 

“iJear Sir and Brother; 

“The of beers of the Inteioiational 
Chemical Workers Union have stip- 
ulaUxl in their application for a 
chai’ter that tliey will respect and 
observe the jurisdiction of other 
national and international unions 


chartered l>y the American Federa- 
tion of Lalvjr. 

‘"Their jurisdietion does not in 
any way conflict with tire jtiiisdic- 
tion of the International Brother- 
hood of FIcctiical Workers.”

As a result of this it was taken for 
granted I'jy all crafts in our locality 
tliat were concerned, that the Chem- 
ical Workers would respect the juris- 
diction of the Elecli'ical Workers; 
but sbortly after tbe chattel' was 
grante^l and the local was created 
which was foiniei ly a Be^leral Labor 
Union, they proceeded to do electrical 
■^vork as Ihey had done under the 
Federal Laboi Union Cliaiter. 

1 again took up the subject with 
Pj'Gsident Gj-een and I will quote the 
letter receivetl from him on Mav 19, 
1945 : 


“T>ear Sir and Brother: 

“The subject matter dealt wdth 
in the letter you sent me a shoi't 
time ago was lirouglU to my atten- 
tion by Pi-esident Brown of the In-

Collective bargaining to- 
day is an institution recognizerl by 
industry ami govoniment alike. We 
have lalior codes, lal*or relations 
boa ids to guide and protect the 
rights of Imth emtdoye ami employer 
alike. My coiiteniion is that niemlHU^s 
who entertain this cojiiplex of fear 
have lost confidence in I hem selves 
and their own capabilities. To use 
the word “guts” may stamd ci'ud«*. 
N evert hid ess, it syinlKilizes the initi- 
ative for which the individual Ca- 
nadian is noted for both In peace 
and in war. So now lioys when your 
prcRidenl asks you to acl on a Wugt*

Denounces Cost-Plus; 
Violates Integrity 

L. U. or,1. SANTA liOSA, CALII'.— 

The basic piinciple of our contract 
agreements is this: The employe and 
the union have a comm^m and sympa- 
thetic intei‘cst . , . All will benefit by 
continuous peace and by adjusting 
any differences by rational, common 
sense methods . . . 

Now, with this preamble, we want 
to .state our major premise: 

Affairs in gcmeral are lajndly get- 
ting to a life or death status. Read 
the now.spapeis. Listen to the coin- 
mentators. Observe the infalliblo 
signs; your own good judgmcmt, in- 
tuition and horse-variety sense' — 
everything points the same way. The 
power for human exti action is now 
among us. 

We now quote, as oui' secoiu! pre- 
mise, from our North Hay Labor 
Jounial : 

'‘How Co.st-Plus Plan Worked 

"It was during the previous world, 
war and much ci'iticism was being 
ilirected against workmen foi' not pro- 
ducing enough, fast enough. One 
highly efTicient skilled workman de- 
cided to volunteer his services in a 
much needed and highly essential war 


industiy. Men like him were needed 
and when he reported for work his 
foreman took him over to a task that 
was laid out to be done. Could he 
do that? Yes, that ’waa light up Iris 
alley and when ho staitcd to work 
the foi’oman was soon convinceil he 
was fully fpialified, and went away 
leaving the work in his hands. 

"By eleven oYlock in the morning 
he was finished with that part of the 
work and he sought out the foreman 
t<j HO report and fin<l out what he was 
to do next. ‘You doifit mean to say 
you are finished’ said the boss, wlio 
came over to look at it. There was 
something that he would like to have 
done slightly diffei'ent, so lie asked 
the wmkman to tear down what he 
had done and do it over again and 
to take his time in recompleting it. 

"For four days this boss kept com- 
ing around and ordering changes that 
were wholly ikhhIIcss and served no 
purpose. At the close of the fourth 
day this particular task was finally 
completed and acc(‘ptod, but wa.s no 
more of a finished job than it was 
when the mechaTiie first finished it. 
In disgust this workman, who was 
used to doing honest work, just quit. 
His pay for three hours: $7.50, plus 
10 percent, 75 cents for contractor; 
foui- days pay, $80, plus $8 for con- 
tractor's rake-off.” 

Now wc hasT come to our logical 
conclusion: Tt sums up in one word: 
Integrity. We have to make up our 
minds NOW! Not later, because later 
is to(j late for [practical purposes. We 
are definitely and irretrievably tied in 
with OUT' contractors. We must now 
(cfi‘ never) make our stand. Our con- 
tT'actors will and must follow along. 
We as individuals and as an organi- 
zation — now have the power to sign 
OT' reject our own death wan'ant.s. 
You — how is your integrity right 
now? It It ad bettei' be darned good 
and in working order because right 
now there are no second guesses. 

Are we again going to do job.s that 
serv^e no useful purpose and thereby 
de.stroy ourselves, or are we going to 
sei've the poi'sonal integrity God gave 
all mankind and keep our work hon- 
est. The answer for this is in you 
and your answer this Lime is very apt 
to be final.

viewing them from here, I know there 
will bo .some just criticism leveled 
at the powers that be. After all is 
.said and done, did w'e not ask for 
an increase AND THEN 40 hours 
with the same take-home pay? But 
what is happening? Because one may 
have worked 4S houi's a week instead 
of eTijoying at least the 44 hours, 
he will now he penalized and not get 
at least the minimum increase of 
$14.56. We are glad to see someone 
get a boost, a.s the shop boys are get- 
ting but hate to see our own cut be- 
low the minimum. Be that as it is, 
only one month to go, boys, and wefil 
be in.

000 pounds. The other picture is the 
step-up transformer to each unit. 
They nre G.E* made, weight about 
112 tons, 1.3,800 volts, Delta primary or 
Imv .side, 230,000 volts Star secondary 
or high side, 21,560 gallons of oil, 
height to top of blushing, 33 feet, 
width with radiators, 26 feet. Tanks 
could not be .shipped by rail complete 
so tank extension had to be welded at 
the job. Coils came sealed with dry 
C.0.2 gas pumped down to a 28 inch 
vacuum ftlhal with oil to cover the 
core and coils before the top tank 
could be put on* Seam.s were calked 
with asbestos wicking and then weld- 
ed. The bushings for 230J10P volts 
were approximately 3,500 pounds, 
li-rigih 16 feet* The foreman on the 
transformer project is George Jami- 
son and on genera to i-s is H* Hclmes. 

Erection of the switch yards has 
under iirogre*ss for 12 months 
with the peak of 85 workers and we 
are veiy thankful that there have 
been no major accidents.

1 asRure you that 
you will never find it in any promised 
hereafter* Because, nnythinii that 
baa a definite heg^inninjj* markr-d by 
a <leOnite starting point, is not eter- 
nal; since elemity hath neither be- 
jrinnintr nor end* Be instructed, 
hi-rein, my Brother, and err tuit; 
neither b<^ d*K?eive<I, any lonffi^r, by 
the false doctrine that k f?iven you, 
on e\x*ry hand, to enslave and im* you. 
We mu**(t love this earth, not wilb 
a low or sensual love, that seeks 
wealth, ease, power, splendor, luxury, 
ami indolence but, we must love it 
tis the ffarden of which ive are in 
the miilst, and which we must till, as 
that pirden upon which the Creator 
lavished such miracles of beauty* 
luove it as the habituation and in- 
heritance of humanity* To do this 
^ve cannot merely speculate, we must 
take the tools of the cruft in ham I 
ami apply ourselves "operatively’' lo 
the task before us, both jmlivi dually 


and collectively. We shall have to 
work with the sword m one liand and 
the trowel in the other, since our 
enemies are all around about us, seek- 
ing- an opporl unity to prfwent the 
work from beiiiR completed, or in the 
event lhal they fail in that, tlnui they 
await an opportunity to "take over” 
ami "use” for their own Helhsh bene- 
fit that which we ourselves hnvi» erm- 
slrucleil, denying- us any access to or 
benefU from our labnrH. Beware! Bi'^ 
alerted, to this insUlious evil, I warn 
you. 1 fear that tli is v^u ruing is 
coming- too late, and thal we an» in- 
tleed in the last hours before and <iur- 
ing which the rnemy, whom I have 
pointed out lo you herein, makes his 
last bold strike at us* 

E\ei-y where in this latul, and 1 
notice it parlicului'ly here in Knov- 
ville, prices are rising rapidly anti 
too often; and the reasons given are 
fdiviously false. For instance, just 
recently llie iliiiries, wlio by the way 
are a monopoly in this ari-a* hiked 
the price of milk anti milk products 
twice, too close together to be legiti- 
mate or nwssary, mid giving as a 
reason for such rise the obvious lie 
that the fanner isidmrging I hem more 
for his milk, due to hio rising cost 
of feetl. Now, when you, if you hud 
a small henl r)f cows, a]iprtmchcHl 
ih. to sell your milk, could you or 
woultl you not bn allowed lo Lell them 
what price you wouhi have foi* your 
milk? FmphaticaUy no! lnKte,ad, 
you receive whatever price the mo* 
noprdistic dairies, of the Sou I hem 
Milk Pi'fiducers Association, deems lo 
1 m' n fair price ami no more, or else 
you can take your milk back home 
ami pour it out in ynur h<igs, if you 
have some hogs. Try it some limn! 
How they do lie to us* Not only the 
ilairies, hut the other indusliies have 
raisnil the prices exoibitanlly on all 
of the other artude,s which wi< term 
the necessities of Hfn; such as hreail, 
dour, meats, oggs, mid such like* But, 
what about wages? They do not, ami 
have not, ascended to such heights; 
nor at? rapidly and often have they 
tncreas«^l. This is htnuiuse the same 
people, if I may be allowed to call 
them by that term, ari'^ the masters, 
the paraBitical few of whom I have 
spoken in the earlier part of this dis- 
course. behind the h-gislatiirs, who 
pass the laws controlling wages and 
iiours of employment, as well fis dic- 
tating the prices that we shall pay. 
for whatever meager portion of the 
things that >ve have pro*luced shall 
be allowed unto us* It is these who 
are our real enemies! Th«'y are the 
instigators, as well as the profiteers, 
of evt'ry war, which we, thi* common 
pe<rple, not only havi» to fight, but 
have to finance an well. This is all 
a part of thidr “gouging machine” by 
wlltril they sei^k to keep us dncUe 
and tnictible, servile and profit able to 
them* KteniaJ vigilance is I hi* price 


of liberty* It is curiciu.s lo observe the 
pretexts upon and by which the hid- 
den masters Be<*k to take away our 
prerogatives, liberties, and the just 
portion of that which we have pro- 
ducetl by the sweat of our brows! h 
is pathetic to behold with what apiilby 
and indiJTf fence we allow that to be 
dom» lo us, Bibi^rly is not nierelj^ and 
only the common birthright of man. 
but it is lost as well by the non-user 
as by the mis-user* It depeiuls more 
upon unitf^i elTort than any other hu- 
man property.

For Hunsintkt, elevate head vritli 
a pillow and apply isdd applica- 
tions to head. 

In case of nose bleftJf this is 
sehlom serious and usually .stops 
m a few mimitcK. Do not blow' the 
nose. Sec that tliere is nothing 
light around the neck. Make cohl 
ap}jlieotions lo bridge of nose and 
hack of neck. If blcH?<iing i>crsi.stN 
plug nose w ith abs^u lK lit eotloii.

The charge of a condenser Ls the 
quantity of elect Hcity stored in the 
dielectric as an electm- static charge, 
jtrrHluced hy the inipiesscd voltage 
which causes a jiotential difference 
to exist across Ifuj [ihites^ |irndijcing 
an electric field lietwcxm the plates, 
the imensity of which is proportionat 
to the uppliefi voUiige mid the thick- 
ness of the dielectric. 

For question thnie, f am again 
compel led to dfsagim It IS possible 
to remove the plates of a condenser 
that has been charged ami hat^e the 
energy remain in the dielectric. 

When a test condenser is so set up, 
con^iisting of jdates and suitable di- 
doctric such as mica, phentd insula- 
tion, fused f|imrtz, polystyrene or 
others so that fsith the plates and 
dielectric an? solf-sapporting and so 
that the plates can removed after 
the impressed voltage has been re- 
moval and the conf leaser is in a state 
of charge, then it can lie shown that 
the charge remains in the dielectric. 
The original plates, used to charge 
the condenser, can 1w cast aside ami 
suitable replacement plates substi- 
tuted in their place to prove that it 
is the ditdectric that retains the 
charge. The iilatc that was used as 
the negative terminal tluring the 
charging process will become the ]msi- 
tive terminal during the discharge 
ficriod, proving again that a counter 
voltage was estahlishe<l on the dielec- 
tric, one aide fieing at a positive pn- 
lential aial the other at a negative 
potent ial.
